Vi/eait into private session they killed t!ie bill#

Honey for Arthritic Cuinea Pigs 
Prom Preventio’i Magazine. 

There is an Anti-stiffness factor in honey right from the comb, that 
has hot been heated',according to a report, made before the Pederrt- 
ioii of American Societies for Experime.’ital Biology, and reported in 
the Journal of the American Dietisic Associatio:'. for September 1954. 

Moderate wrist stiff 2 iess in guinea pigs, similar to arth.ritis 
in may, was cured hi a week witli^a daily dose of ^ gram of honey or 
wax from the comb. T:iat's about 02 ie-fifteunth of an oirice. More severe 
cases repuired a little longei" time. 

Animals treated with honey that has been boiled for thirty minutes 
were :iot helped by the treatment. The theory is that there may be

The true answer to this problem lies in gainl:ig recognition for 
your profession, that will oomethrougli Aegislatior., better education. 

Become active in. your Association., md in obt.lining lai7S oon.troll- 
ing Massage practice, improvment in employment condltio;is will follow.
